THE  WAR  MEMORIAL  TABLETS 

On  this  matter  we  have  to  report  progress.  The  response 
to  our  circular  has  been  neither  so  immediate  nor  so  generous 
as  we  expected,  but  we  see  now  two  very  good  reasons  for 
this. 

(1).  We  find  that  the  parents,  during  these  many  years, 
have  l)ecome  far  more  widely  scattered  than  we  anticipated, 
and  in  a  large  percentage  of  cases  the  Post  Office  authorities 
have  returned  our  circular,  "Address  unknown." 

(2).  It  was  very  natural  that  many  of  those  who  have 
so  kindly  subscribed  should  notice  that  there  are  some  200 
names  for  the  Tablets,  and  that  as  the  amount  required  was 
$2,000,  a  very  short  simi  in  arithmetic  would  show  that  $10 
would  be  all  that  was  necessary  to  do  each  his  part. 

But  owing  to  the  above  fact  of  almost  a  majority  being 
ungettable,  it  really  required  just  double  that  amount  to  reach 
the  figure  set.  We  are  trying  now  to  overcome  the  difficulty 
in  the  following  manner : 
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There  is  an  alternative  plan,  and  an  alternative  price. 
By  not  havint^-  all  the  Panels  in  Bronze,  but  only  those 
required  for  the  Boys  and  the  Masters  who  have  fallen,  we 
can  secure  our  object  for  a  little  over  $1,000. 

Owing  to  the  extra  names  which  have  reached  us.  since 
sending  out  the  circular,  both  of  living  and  of  dead,  we  find 
it  impossible  to  have  only  7  Panels.  Indeed,  the  Fallen  (56 
in  number)  will  require  2  Panels  alone.  These  two  must 
needs  be  of  Bronze  ;  but  the  others.  10  in  number,  will  be  of 
Oak.  with  black  lettering. 

This  arrangement  will  in  no  sense  detract  from  the 
dignity  and  beauty  of  the  design,  and  as  soon  as  we  reach  the 
sum  of  $1,000,  we  shall  give  the  order  to  Messrs.  Henry  Birks 
&  Sons  to  go  forward  with  the  work.  This  will  take  about 
three  months  to  complete  and  ship  out  to  us  in  the  West. 

We  would  ask  any  reader  who  wishes  to  add  their 
subscription,  or  to  increase  their  present  one,  to  do  so  forth- 
with, as  we  do  not  want  to  wait  any  longer  than  possible 
before  getting  the  Memorial  under  way.

Excerpt   from   Letter  of   Brig-Gen.    Charlton   to   His   Parents 


Lieut.  George  A.  Trorey,  R.F.A. 

"I  saw  your  son  at  his  battery  position  a  few  days  before 
the  battle  began,  and  was  much  struck  by  the  amount  of  work 
done  there  under  his  direction,  and  1  told  him  how  pleased 
I  was. 

"He  was  then  as  he  was  on  the  21st  (March)  in  tem- 
porarv  command  of  his  battery,  as  his  Major  and  Captain 
were  both  away  on  a  course. 

"On  the  21st  the  enemy  began  a  very  heavy  bombard- 
ment, especially  of  the  l^attery  positions.      In  addition  to  other 

shells,  a  great  many  gas  shells  were  used About  6  hours 

after  (11  a.m.)  the  Germans  having  come  through  on  the 
right  of  our  Division,  appeared  on  the  right  flank  of  the  battery 
with  machine  guns,  with  wliich  they  brought  heavy  tire  to 
bear.  They  were  so  close  that  it  was  only  possible  to  get  one 
of  the  howitzers  into  action  in  their  direction,  as  they  were 
on  a  ridge  to  the  right  flank  and  rear. 

"Your  son  helped  to  run  this  gun  out  of  the  protection  of 
its  pit  himself,  and  turned  it  on  to  the  enemy.  Having  done 
this  he  himself  manned  a  Lewis  gun  and  caused  the  Germansi 
severe  casualties.  For  some  little  time  held  the  enemy  in 
check,  but  soon  the  battery  was  almost  surrounded  and  your 
son  gave  the  order  to  the  men  to  withdraw  from  the  guns, 
taking  the  sights  and  l^reech  blocks. 

"He  himself  was  severely  wounded  at  this  time,  and  seeing 
this,  some  of  the  men  came  back  to  carry  him  away.  One 
man  was  killed  bending  over  him.  and  he  ordered  the  others  to 
leave  him  and  join  some  infantry  in  a  trench  behind.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  by  his  self-sacrifice  he  saved  several  men's 
lives,  as  in  carrying  him  away  they  would  have  been  a  large 
target  for  the  many  machine  guns  and  rifles  roimd." 
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From  Letter  of  F.  C.  Simmons,  2nd  Lieut..  R.F.A. 

"I  was  the  last  officer  to  see  him We  were  in  a 

small  wood  and  the  Hun  broke  throu.^h  the  line  south  of 
our  position.  There  was  a  thick  mist  that  morning  and  we 
did  not  see  the  Bosch  until  he  suddenly  appeared  on  a  small 

ridge  on  our  right  flank Trorey  pulled  one  gun  out 

and  tired  point-blank  at  the  liosch,  whilst  I  used  a  rifle.  In 
a  few  minutes,  however,  there  were  Bosch  in  front  of  us.  on 
our  right,  and  behind  us.  and  it  was  only  then  that  Trorey 
decided  to  abandoned  the  position.  1  saw  him  come  awa}' 
but  then  h^st  sight  of  him  whilst  attending  to  some  of  the 
gunners.  ( )n  getting  back  tcj  a  road  which  the  infantry 
reserves  were  holding.  I  made  enc|uiries  and  ftnnid  that  he 
had  been  hit  in  the  back  by  a  machine  gun  Inillet.  two  or  three 
hundred  }ards  from  the  battery.  A  sergeant  and  a  gunner 
stoi;i)ed  to  ])ring  him  along  ])nt  he  ordered  them  to  go  on 
and  leave  him.  as  they  could  do  nothing  for  him.  so  he  said. 
This  was  the  last  seen  of  him."

"On  the  morning  of  the  2Lst  March  1  was  assisting  to 
dress  the  wound  of  Lieut.  ('..  .\.  Trorey.  lie  said  to  me.  'It 
is  too  late  ;  get  away.'  The  enemy  were  within  two  hundred 
yards."

LOOKING    BACK 

As  the  sole  survivor  of  the  Private  Schools  Teaching 
Staff  of  Victoria  over  33  years  ago,  it  may  be  of  interest  to 
many  if  the  history  of  this  last  generation  of  Schools  be  here 
set  down.  When  the  writer  first  reached  Victoria  there  was 
a  blank.  The  Collegiate,  after  having  done  splendid  work 
from  Pioneer  days,  was  dormant.  Then  two  Schools  came 
upon  the  scene.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Brenton  opened  one  at  Beacon 
Hill,  and  Mr.  Clinton  brought  his  over  from  New  West- 
minster, locating  it  at  lvs(|uimalt.  But  ill  health  soon  caused 
the  latter  to  retire,  and  the  many  j)arents  insisted  upon  the 
writer  carrying  on  the  work.  That  he  had  lusty  material  to 
work  upon  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  ''S.  Paul's"'  School 
challenged  the  l)est  Victoria  had  in  the  Rugby  line,  and  on 
Beacon  Hill  won  a  decisive  victory.  Mr.  Brenton  did  not 
carry  on. for  long,  found  clerical  work  in  the  United  States, 
and  there  died.  Mr.  Clinton  soon  after  died  at  Kamloops. 
Called  to  San  Francisco,  the  writer  gave  over  his  School  to 
Mr.  Green,  who  carried  it  up  to  the  City,  locating  it  where 
The  Collegiate  now  is  found.  Mr.  Church  now  came  upon 
the  scene,  and  started  work  at  Beacon  Hill,  remaining  there 
till  he  died  a  couple  of  years  ago.  Mr.  Creen  retired  and,  a 
few^  years  later,  died,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Sharpe  carried  on  the 
School,  moving  it  half  wa}-  between  \'ictoria  and  l^scjuimalt, 
almost  upon  the  l)oundary  line.  Mr.  Sharpe  gave  place  to 
Mr.  Laing,  who  now  took  the  decisive  step  of  reviving  the 
old  name  "Collegiate,"  and  brought  the  School  l)ack  again 
to  the  City,  locating  at  what  was  the  original  Angela  College 
for  Girls,  close  to  the  Cathedral.  The  writer  now  returned 
to  bring  up  his  own  sons  under  the  lliitish  h'lag.  aiul  decided 
to  educate  along  with  tlicni  a  dozen  little  fc-llows  as  com- 
panions. This  went  on  till  Mr.  l-Jarnaclf  and  he  decided  to 
branch  out  into  broader  lines,  and  lieing  ioiiud  1)\  M  r.  I  i.'irvev. 
of  Vancouver,  formed  University  School.  Mr.  L.iing  dying, 
his  place  was  taken  by  the  Collegiate's  i)resent  head,  who  went 
back  to  the  site  of  Mr.  Green's  School  of  man\-  vears  before. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  tin-  writer  li;is  outlived  all  his 
old  contemporaries — Messrs.  B>renton,  Clinton,  ('ireen  and 
Church,  and  is  the  last  of  an  entire  generation  of  Victoria's 
Private  Schools'  Meads.  Seeing  that  he  is  the  only  one 
living  who  can  speak  with  authorit\"  on  the  abo\  i\,  lu-  has 
thought  it  not  uninteresting  to  set  down  this  histor\  so 
closeh'  Connected   witli   l'ni\crsity  School.

THE  ROOM  OF  DEATH 

There  were  not  many  people  in  the  Httle  town  of  Mid- 
land who  had  not  heard  of  the  "Room  of  Death."  In  fact, 
many  people  had  come  a  long  way  to  hear  more  about  this 
curious  chamber.  It  did  not  interest  the  public  alone,  but 
investigations  had  been  made  several  times  by  the  police,  and 
detectives  were  always  busy  "during  the  day."  The  room 
was  in  a  lonely  house,  situated  in  a  sparsely  populated  part 
of  the  town.
